MAJOR changes are in the 
pipeline at Oswestry School 
but will only go ahead if 
endorsed by parents. 

The school is considering 
moving its youngest chil¬ 
dren back to the school, 
leaving Bellan House as a 
potential sixth form. 

But the head of the inde¬ 
pendent school said the 
changes would only go ahead 
if parents agreed. 

At the moment the pri¬ 
mary school pupils are edu¬ 
cated in the former grand 
town house in Church Street 
in the middle of Oswestry, 
about half a mile from the 
main school complex. 

“These ideas are due to go 
to a governors’ meeting for 
consideration,” said head¬ 
teacher Douglas Robb. 

“However, I must stress 
that, the changes would only 
take place with the blessing 
of the parents. 

“Numbers at Bellan are 
growing and because of this 
the building is beginning to 
show its limitations. My idea 
is to see the preparatory 
children back at Quarry 
House where they were orig¬ 
inally.” 

Mr Robb said one idea 
was to use Bellan House as a 
sixth form centre. 

“There is no question of 
closing the building, I want 
to make that clear. Oswestry 
School has been at Bellan 
House for 35 years this year 
and we will be celebrating 
that anniversary,” he added.

MEASLES OUTBREAK 
HITS HIGH SCHOOL 


A SCHOOL near Oswestry has been 
hit by a measles outbreak, it has been 
revealed. 

Llanfyllin High School today confirmed health teams had 
visited to offer vaccinations to students and advice to par¬ 
ents after a number of cases were reported. They are due 
to visit again next week. 

The news comes as health bosses revealed that one in 


four teenagers in Mid Wales 
are not fully protected 
against measles. 

Health bosses in the 
region today urged parents 
to make sure their children 
were vaccinated. 

An epidemic in south 
Wales has seen more than 
700 people report they have 
measles. 

Powys Teaching Local 
Health Board said 41 cases 
of measles had been notified 
during March, mainly in the 
north of the county. Twenty 
cases had been notified in 
the past week. 

A spokesman said: “Most 
of these have been in chil¬ 
dren of school age, where 
the disease can spread easily, 
but people of all ages can be 
affected. 

“Measles is a serious dis¬ 
ease that can lead to long 
term health issues such as 
eye disorders, deafness, 
brain damage and even 
death. 

“It is very important that 
everyone is vaccinated 
against this disease. 

“One dose of the MMR 
(measles, mumps and 
rubella) jab will protect 90 
per cent of children and the 
recommended two doses of 
MMR jab will provide 99 per 
cent protection against 
measles. The MMR jab is 
safe and offers the only pro¬ 
tection against measles. 

“In Powys one in four 
teenagers have not had two 
MMR jabs and are not fully 
protected against measles. 

A Llanfyllin High School 
spokeswoman said: “We had 
six or seven cases before 
Easter and that triggered a

visit by the School Health 
Service to come to offer vac¬ 
cinations and give advice to 
parents. 

“The service came on the 
last day of term before the 
Easter holidays and gave 
vaccinations to those pupils 
whose parents had given 
consent. 

“At the moment we have 
four or five children off with 
measles and the School 
Health Service is due to 
come back to offer more vac¬ 
cinations next Tuesday.” 

About 20 secondary 
school children in the 
Oswestry area have sus¬ 
pected measles, the Director 
of Public Health for Shrop¬ 
shire confirmed. 

But Professor Rod Thom¬ 
son said that the county had 
a far higher than the 
national average per cent of 
children who were immu¬ 
nised against measles and 
said that with sensible infec¬ 
tion control measures, there 
should not be a repeat of the 
number of cases that have 
swept Wales. 

He said the children who 
had the symptoms were at 
schools in Wales but either 
lived in Shropshire or were 
registered with GPs in the 
Oswestry area. 

Glyn Davies, Conservative 
MFJ said: “It is vitally 
important that people, espe¬ 
cially children, who have not 
received the MMR vaccina¬ 
tion do so in order to combat 
the outbreak as quickly and 
as effectively as possible.”

car parks 
see drop 
in number 
of tickets 

MOTORISTS using car 
parks in Oswestry town cen¬ 
tre have dropped by six per 
cent over the past year with 
a bad winter and some 
stores closing blamed for the 
fall in numbers. 

Almost 50,000 fewer tick¬ 
ets were issued in car parks 
in the town during 2012/13, 
new figures have revealed. 

Oswestry Town Council, 
which runs the Central, 
Smithfield and Horsemarket 
car parks, says it is working 
hard to encourage more peo¬ 
ple to visit the centre. Initia¬ 
tives include an animal 
sculpture trail being created 
to promote events at the 
outdoor and indoor markets. 

Roger Dyke, the council’s 
finance officer, said there 
were 775,949 tickets issued 
for the car parks, a drop of 
49,138 on the previous year 
- a six per cent fall. 

He said that there had 
been a five per cent decrease 
in those using the car parks 
for up to an hour and a four 
per cent decrease in people 
using the car parks for 
between one and two hours. 

The number staying for 
between two to four hours 
had fallen by 13 per cent 
and four to six hours by 30 
per cent. 

Councillor Gareth Jones 
said the recent bad weather 
had seen a drop in those 
shopping in Oswestry but he 
added there had been a lot of 
good comments about the 
Good Friday market and 
the continental market.

Cinema's

Hundreds 
fined in 
seatbelts 
campaign 

ALMOST 1,000 people have 
been fined after being 
caught not wearing a seat- 
belt during a month-long 
campaign in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said 
959 people were caught risk¬ 
ing their lives during the All 
Wales Seatbelt Campaign in 
the force area. A further 800 
were fined in other parts of 
Wales. 

Carl Langley, Dyfed- 
Powys Police assistant chief 
constable, said he was let 
down that so many were still 
not wearing seatbelts. 

He said: “It’s disappoint¬ 
ing that wearing a seatbelt, 
which is such a fundamental 
part of road safety, still isn’t 
second nature to some and 
they continue to put lives at 
risk. The message for driv¬ 
ers and passengers is clear: 
the next time you even think 
about travelling in a car 
without wearing a seatbelt, 
take a second to consider 
whether it’s really worth the 
risk - and belt up.” 

A two-week blitz across 
Wales has identified 1,775 
people breaking seatbelt 
laws. In the Dyfed-Powys 
force area, there were 959 
offences, while in North 
Wales a total of 280 offend¬ 
ers were caught. 

In South Wales, 405 peo¬ 
ple were prosecuted, while 
in Gwent, there were 131 
offences - with 46 of the 
offences across Wales relat¬ 
ing to a child not wearing a 
seatbelt.

Bank refuses to 
allow BT cabinet 

A BANK in Oswestry has 
refused to allow BT to site 
one of its superfast broad¬ 
band cabinets outside its 
premises. 

Nat West says that it 
would only allow the tele¬ 
phone company to place 
the large green box on 
Church Street on condi¬ 
tion that it removed the 
cabinet if the bank needed 
to carry out repair work or 
wanted to install an ATM 
cash point. 

But BT says that this 
would lead to a £50,000 
bill, which it is not pre¬ 
pared to meet. 

Now it looks like the 
cabinet will have to be 
placed at the entrance to 
Festival Square, which has 
been opposed by Oswestry 
Town Council as it is in 
the heart of the conserva¬ 
tion area. 

This week Oswestry 
town councillors agreed to 
make a last ditch attempt 
to persuade the bank to 
change its mind, by writ¬ 
ing to its head office.

Q: lam the clerk of a local community association. Our members are becoming concerned about their potential personal liability and have heard that it is possible to 
incorporate to become a limited company. Is this correct? 

A: It is correct that you are able to incorporate and become a charitable company limited by guarantee, ensuring that your members have limited personal liability. 
However, limited companies were never designed for charities and many are discouraged by the strict dual regulation (by Companies House and the Charity 
Commission), the need to prepare and file two sets of accounts and the complex rules governing the rights and relationship between a company and its members. 

From 10th December 2012, it became possible for charitable organisations to adopt a new structure as a “Charitable Incorporated Organisation” (a CIO). This is a 
structure designed specifically for charities and offers the benefit of limited liability which will make it easier to recruit and retain trustees, whilst avoiding dual regulation 
as CIOs are regulated solely by the Charity Commission. CIOs also have simplified reporting and filing obligations and are allowed greater flexibility to establish their own 
governance procedures. 

As this new structure is expected to be extremely popular for both new and existing charities seeking the benefits of incorporation, there is a phased implementation 
plan in place. Organisations newly registering as charities with anticipated annual incomes of £5000 or more can apply to register as CIOs immediately. Those with 
incomes of less than £5000 can apply from January 2014. If your organisation is already registered as a charity and has an income over £5000 you can apply from 
October 2013, although you may wish to consider taking legal advice in advance so that the required documentation can be 
prepared in good time.

The original Oswestry club, Oswestry 
United, was founded in 1860, making it one 
of the world’s oldest football clubs. 

The renamed Oswestry Town Football 
Club won the Cheshire League in 1972, com¬ 
peted in the Northern Premier League and 
they also reached the FA Cup 1st round on 
several occasions. However, it went into 
decline and was forced to sell its Victoria 
Road ground to pay its debts folding com¬ 
pletely in the late 1980s. 

It reformed in the 1990 joining the Welsh 
league, and in 2003 merged with the 
Llansantffraid-based Total Network Solu¬ 
tions - now renamed The New Saints and 
recently crowned Welsh Premier League 
champions. 

Oswestry Villa group member Graham 
Sutton said: “The original intention was to 
use the name of Oswestry Town FC but con¬ 
sents have not been received.” 

Mike Robinson, secretary of Oswestry 
Villa, said: “We decided on the name last 
week. At the moment there is not a team in 
Oswestry town centre. People from the town 
could walk to watch a game. It will be hard 
work to set up but the people involved are 
experienced football administrators.” 

At a meeting of Oswestry Town Council 
last week councillors agreed in principle to 
the new club using the crest. However, coun¬ 
cillors said they wanted to know more about 
the club before granting permission.

Louise Ruggeri, planning officer, said the 
footpath, which runs alongside the bridge, 
would be removed to allow an even spread 
of traffic. 

She said: “This application is in respect 
of listed building consent for works to 
Llansanffraid Bridge on the eastern edge of 
the village towards Four Crosses. The struc¬ 
ture is Grade II listed as an elegant two arch 
18th century bridge in an ancient bridge 
location, which has retained its character 
notwithstanding the problem its narrow 
width posses for modern traffic. 

“The works to the bridge include replace¬ 
ment of fill with mass concrete to provide a 
reinforced concrete saddle on each arch and 
removal of the footway and a shared surface 
introduced. 

She added: “The structure currently has 
a weight restriction, putting local busi¬ 
nesses at a disadvantage, so it is accepted 
that strengthening work is necessary.” 

Councillor Kelvyn Curry said he was wor¬ 
ried about removing the footpath. 

He said: “I worry it will be a danger to 
pedestrians. It also it operates as a barrier 
in case a car hits it, rather than hitting the 
bridge or even falling in the water.” 

Councillor Michael Williams added: 
“There is currently a diversion for lorries 
weighing 18 tonnes so this would be a boost 
to the village economy. The work is long 
overdue in my opinion.”

IT TAKES some believing but 
nearly 50,000 fewer vehicles used 
Oswestry’s car parks during the 
last financial year. 

Figures released by the town council 
revealed that almost 1,000 drivers per 
week turned their backs on the town 
centre. 

These are alarming figures but the big 
question is are the numbers down 
because of the empty shops or are the 
shops empty because of the drop in visitor 
numbers? 

Tickets 

There were 775,949 tickets issued for 
all three car parks during 2012/2013, a 
drop of 49,138 on the previous year - a six 
per cent drop. 

He said that there had been a five per 
cent decrease in those using the car parks 


for up to an hour and a four per cent 
decrease in people using the car parks for 
between one and two hours. 

But the figures showed that the num¬ 
bers staying for between two to four hours 
had dropped by 13 per cent and four to six 
hours by 30 per cent. 

The Town Council is to be commended 
for launching many initiatives in a bid to 
attract more people to the town centre - 
but the reality is the figures are likely to 
fall again when more out-of-town shop¬ 
ping outlets open. 


ALARMING figures this week showed 
that in Powys one in four teenagers have 
not had two MMR jabs, so are not fully pro¬ 
tected against measles as more and more 
cases are reported across Wales and Shrop¬ 
shire. 

The vaccine provides protection very 
quickly and measles in teenage years can be 
extremely nasty. 

While nearly all the attention has been on 
the baby population it really is important to 
ensure all youngsters have completed the 
full course.

Michael starts retirement

A GRANDFATHER who retired 
after the county’s prison was 
closed last month has found a 
novel way of filling the extra time 
he now has on his hands - by 
launching new martial arts 
classes. 

And he is bringing his passion to 
Oswestry. 

Michael Corten, 54, worked as a prison 
officer at Shrewsbury Prison for 25 years 
and chose to take early retirement 
rather than move to another prison 
when its was closed at the end of March. 

Hobby 

But rather than tending the garden or 
taking up a new hobby as recently-retired 
people often do, Mr Corten is continuing 
with his love of the martial art of aikido. 

He already runs classes at the Shrews¬ 
bury Sports Village on Sundorne Road on 
Tuesday evenings. 

And with a bit more time on this hands, 
the father-of-three is starting a new class 
at the same venue on Friday evenings 
starting from April 19. 

And he is bringing aikido to Oswestry 
too, by launching a class at Oswestry 
Leisure Centre on Shrewsbury Road on 
Thursday evenings starting from April 18. 

The prison at the Dana closed last 
month as part of nationwide Government 
plans to save £63 million a year in running 
costs. 

More than 200 members of staff were 
affected by the closure of Shrewsbury 
Prison, with some taking voluntary redun¬ 
dancy and others moving to different pris¬ 
ons. 

A uniformed parade was held at 
Shrewsbury Prison to mark its closure 
before the keys to the grade Il-listed build-

ing were handed over to the Ministry of 
Justice. 

Mr Corten, who has practised aikido for 
32 years and is a fourth dan black belt, 
said he has ran classes in the area at sev¬ 
eral venues - including the prison. 

He said: “At one time I actually ran the 
regular classes at the jail’s gym but they 
were for the public and any staff who 
wanted to join in - not for the prisoners 
obviously. 

“We have been at several other venues, 


but have now been at the Shrewsbury 
Sports Village for the past four years. 

“When we were told the prison was clos¬ 
ing I was offered a chance of being rede¬ 
ployed elsewhere but I was looking to take 
early retirement anyway. 

Delighted 

“This has given me the chance to put on 
the extra classes and I delighted to be able 
to bring aikido to Oswestry. 

“I teach people of all abilities and levels 


and I can also grade them through to 
attain their belts. I think it is so important 
to be able to defend yourself these days and 
aikido does just that. 

“It teachers you discipline and it non- 
combative so it is about being able to fend 
off attackers whether they try to kick or 
punch you or even come at you with a 
weapon.”

Air ambulances boosted by 
gift of new life-saving kit 


A NEW state-of-the-art piece of lifesaving equipment has been added 
to the Welshpool-based Mid Wales air ambulance after £15,000 of 
donations. 

The Wales Air Ambulance said its three helicopters - including the one based in Welsh¬ 
pool - had been kitted out with video laryngoscopes, which allow paramedics to clear a 
patient’s airway with the assistance of a microscopic camera. 

The new technology will help the paramedics continue their vital work making life-sav¬ 
ing medical interventions within the ‘golden hour’ - the first 60 minutes after a trauma

He said: “This is life saving equipment 
that uses a fibre optic camera to insert a 
tube into an adult or child’s airway in order 
to assist their breathing. 

“We are the first air ambulance in the UK 
to introduce this equipment, and are very 
proud to be able to offer even better lifesav¬ 
ing treatment to casualties across Wales. 

“The video laryngoscopes will help our 
paramedics ensure trauma patients receive 
the most appropriate care within the crucial 
‘golden hour’.” 

Blocked or damaged airways are among 
the most common problems that affect 
trauma victims, and the video laryngo¬ 
scopes give paramedics an increased chance 
of ensuring patients’ airways are clear, pro¬ 
viding a clear image of any blockages or 
damage endured. 

Angela Hughes, Wales Air Ambulance’s 
chief executive, said: “It’s fantastic that 
we’ve been able to fit our helicopters with 
this equipment, and we couldn’t have done 
it without the assistance of two very gener¬ 
ous donations.”

Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice, Dyfed-Powys Police dealt with the colli¬ 
sions, which included five people being 
injured in a two-car crash in Welshpool. 

In other parts of the service’s area there 
have been two fatal collisions in the space of 
a week and they are now warning drivers to 
take extra care on the roads. 

Jim Cameron, corporate head of commu¬ 
nity risk reduction at Mid & West Wales Fire 
Service, said he was hoping people would 
heed his advice. 

He said: “We attended numerous serious 
road traffic collisions where several casual¬ 
ties became trapped. As well as utilising our 
hydraulic rescue equipment, we also 
deployed line rescue teams because of the 
precarious situation of one of the vehicles. 

“These collisions mean tragedy for indi¬ 
viduals and families. We would urge people 
to ensure that they wear seatbelts and 
reduce their speed. 

“After a long, dry spell we have wetter 
more unsettled weather on the way and this 
will mean less grip for tyres and increased 
stopping distances. If in doubt, please slow 
down.” 

The collision in Welshpool resulted in five 
people having to be cut free from two cars 
which had crashed on the A483 Welshpool 


Four people were taken to hospital by 
ambulance, while another was flown by air 
ambulance. 

The two fatal collisions which happened 
in the force area, included a collision on the 
A4069 Llangadog to Brynammon road in 
which a woman died and a collision when a 
26-year-old man died following a collision on 
the A48 at Maesybont.

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Tiny profit margin on forecourts

WHEN a motorist buys a litre of 
petrol for £1.34 at St Martins Service 
Station, near Oswestry, it means a 
2.3p gross profit for the business. 

But the profit on the 58p Mars Bar the driver 
may then pick up is four times that amount - 
between eight and nine pence. 

The staggering difference highlights the pres¬ 
sure independent fuel stations are under as they 
find themselves squeezed between lower profit 
margins offered by oil companies and competi¬ 
tion from major supermarkets. 

The service station in St Martins, run by 
brother and sister Michael Horst and Rose 
Crocker, has been a successful business in the 
village for the past 17 years. 

But they admit that without the garage work¬ 
shop and the convenience store that form part 
of the business, it simply would not survive. 

Squeezed 

It was 12 years ago when they realised that 
fuel could not longer sustain the business. 

Mr Horst said: “When we took over in 1986 
there were just two petrol pumps, no diesel, and 
a little kiosk from where we had to serve the cus¬ 
tomers. 

“We retained the garage workshop, with

MOTs and services a major part of the busi¬ 
ness, and put in fully automated pumps. 

“Then 12 years ago we could see that fuel 
was being squeezed and we extended our shop 
and took on the Londis symbol, developing the 
convenience store.” 

He said the decision proved to be the right 
one. 

“The profit we make on fuel is negligible,” 
he said. “We try to make an average of 3p a 
litre gross profit but at the moment that has 
dropped to 2.3p. Out of that has to come staff 
costs and the cost of running the pumps and 
other outgoings.” 

For instance, he said, the business had to 


pay a charge for every time a credit card was 
used. Yet cash was not better. We still have to 
pay cash handling charges to the bank,” he 
said. And Mr Horst said it was not the fuel 
company that was making the profits. 

“When fuel companies publish their profits 
everyone assumes they are making money on 
retailing petrol and diesel,” he said. “But it is 
not, it is from oil exploration and other proj¬ 
ects. Those companies are tightening the profit 
margins they offer while on the other hand the 
large supermarkets discount their petrol to as 
low a price as they are able.” 

He said small independents simply couldnt 
compete. 


“We had a fuel tanker fill deliver 38,000 
litres the other day which could last me eight 
to 10 days,” he said. 

“Now if tomorrow the supermarkets cut 
their prices, we simply cannot do the same as 
our fuel is in the ground, already paid for. Our 
hands are tied. 

“If we are near to a delivery and we know 
prices are falling then perhaps we could take a 
loss for a couple of days. But it is a constant 
and daily, juggling act. The margins are so 
tight there is no room for manoeuvre.” 

Mr Horst said there are also costs that the 
business is unable to recoup. 

Drive-offs, where motorists leave without 


paying, are Mr Horst said, mercifully few and 
far between. But they have a drastic effect on 
the business. “We had a drive-off the other day 
when a driver went off with £30 of fuel,” said 
Mr Horst. That is something that the business, 
not the oil company, has to cover. 

“To make up for that £301 have to sell 1,000 
litres of fuel. That is 25 per cent of my daily 
profit on fuel lost.” 

Yet despite the difficulties and poor profit 
margins the brother and sister said it is a busi¬ 
ness worth carrying on. 

Mr Horst said: “We have great staff in the 
workshop and in the store and some incredibly 
loyal customers.”

THE mother of two girls 
born prematurely has hit 
out plans to transfer her 
nearest special baby care 
unit to the Wirral. 

Donna Harrington from 
Llangynog in Mid Wales 
went into labour early with 
her children, Emilie, seven, 
and Evie, five. 

She says if she had to go 
to Arrowe Park Hospital, 
near Birkenhead, instead of 
Wrexham Maelor Hospital 
the strain would have been 
tremendous. 

The Betsi Cadwaladr Uni¬ 
versity Health Board’s pro¬ 
posals for transfer of 
neonatal services from 
Wrexham to the Wirral have 
been met with protests. 

Campaigners have 

launched a fund to try to 
fund a judicial review. 

Mrs Harrington said that 
Emilie spent three weeks in 
the Wrexham unit after 
being born seven weeks pre¬ 
mature, but when Evie was 
born at 30 weeks, the unit 
was full. “They had to trans¬ 
fer us to Gian Clwyd Hospi¬ 
tal in North Wales,” she 
said. 

Campaigners battling to 
stop the transfer of intensive 
care services for babies born 
more than 13 weeks early 
from North Wales to Arrowe 
Park have set up a legal 
fighting fund to take the 
health board to court. 

North Wales Health 
Alliance wants to take the 
board to a judicial review.

Councillors back calls for 
town to be 20mph zone 


OSWESTRY could become the country’s latest 20mph town after 
councillors backed calls for a blanket speed reduction. 

Councillors gave their support to the move after hearing a cut in the town centre speed 
limit from 30mph to 20mph could be the difference between life and death for pedestrians 
and cyclists involved in road accidents. 

They were told about 500 people in the town had signed petitions for a reduction in the 
speed limit. And they agreed to back a notice of motion by town councillor Saffron Rainey 
calling for the speed cut request to be passed on to county highways bosses.

Cycle race bid 
wins backing 

A PLAN to introduce a new cycling event 
which would bring up to 1,000 athletes to 
Oswestry has won the backing of town 
councillors. 

Councillors said the Alpe D’Huoz event 
would bring in thousands of pounds to the 
local economy and would be a boost to 
B&Bs, hotels and restaurants in the town. 

They were told this year’s inaugural 
event would be held over one day and plans 
were in place to extend to a weekend long 
event next year. 

The plans have been put together by 
town councillor Saffron Rainey, who told a 
council meeting the event was set to take 
place on July 21. He asked for the council’s 
support for the event in principle, saying 
the first event this year would be held on a 
single day and was aimed at creating one of 
the best cycling events in the country. 

A report from the councillor said it was 
hoped to expand the event to two days next 
year. It was supported in principle. 


Councillor Rainey said implementation of 
similar schemes in other towns had proved 
successful. 

The councillor said exactly how large the 
20mph zone would be decided by public con¬ 
sultation but suggested it could include the 
town centre conservation area and connect 
to outlying roads that already have 20mph 
zones including Upper Church Street, 
Upper Brook Street and Middleton Road. 

He said the move would help reduce 
deaths and serious injuries on the town’s 
roads and also tackle health issues. 

He said: “A recent survey shows up to 70 
per cent of pedestrians and drivers support 
it. It would encourage good health and 
encourage walking and cycling, tackling the 
health crisis. We have the worst obesity rate 
in Europe.” 

Councillor Rainey said Oswestry cyclist 
Sarah-Charlotte Peace, who suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries in a road accident last year, 
backed the 20s Plenty campaign.

Town hall 
roof bill 
could hit 


£ 43,200 

UP to £43,200 could be 
taken out of a council’s 
reserves to fix a leaking roof 
at a town hall, it has been 
revealed. 

Four leaks have been 
found in the flat roof at 
Ellesmere Town Hall. The 
roof has been described as 
‘like a patchwork’ by users 
who have called for urgent 
action to be taken. 

Currently buckets have 
been laid out on the floor to 
catch the water. 

Quotes of up to £43,220 
have been received by 
Ellesmere Town Council to 
carry out the necessary 
repairs. The money will 
come from the council’s 
reserves, which currently 
stand at about £66,000. 

Councillor Alan Clarke, 
mayor of the town, said it 
was a shame that the money 
will have to spent at a time 
when things are tight. 

He said: “It is one of those 
situations where you find 
one leak and repair it then a 
few months later find 
another one, it is like a 
patchwork. 

“We are looking for a 
more permanent solution 
whether it is remedial work 
or replacing the roof. 

“It is a major expense in 
the budget and it is an 
unwanted expense. 

“But because things are 
tight the quotes tend to be 
more competitive.”

Wartime memories stirred

JOHN Powell of Oswestry really 
stirred some memories when he 
wondered what had happened to 
a Belgian family he could recall 
as a child but who suddenly dis¬ 
appeared during the war. 

The reason given to him was that the 
father was unmasked as a German spy but, 
if you’ve been following our letters page, 
you’ll know that almost certainly was not 
right and the likelihood is that they were 
Jews who had fled Nazi persecution. 

John has dropped us a line to keep us in 
touch with developments. 

“Thank you for publishing the letter that 
I sent to you a few weeks ago concerning 
the son and daughter of a neighbour in Oak 
Drive, Oswestry, where I lived during World 
War Two,” says John, who recalled two chil¬ 
dren, Paul and Eve, who were about his age 
at the time. 

“The surname of the two children was 
Kessira - not Kocira as I had guessed. 
Knowing the correct spelling of the name 
made tracing easier! 

“The item has produced a response from 
retired solicitor, Alan Johnson, whom I 
know quite well. He had also tried to trace 
Paul Kessira with whom he was quite 
friendly. 

“The Kessira family had left the area 
quite suddenly and Alan thought that they 
had emigrated to Canada. The suggestion 
that their father was a spy is probably 
wrong as, according to Alan, Mr Kessira 
was connected with the Belgian Embassy in 
Britain. “Alan had traced a Paul Kessira 
who attended Oxford University, from 
Canada, but had been unable to make 
actual contact. Your help here has enabled 
me to discover Paul, Eve and their parents 

had not been ‘the enemy’ so it is a relatively 
happy ending.”

New-look Sorento will give 
Kia even more kerb appeal

KIA SALES went through the roof in 
March with 12,608 vehicles deliv¬ 
ered to customers and the new 
Sorento has played a big part in the 
jump. 

January to March was Kia’s best first quarter 
since the height of the Government’s scrappage 
scheme in 2010 which sent sales soaring. 

With 19,204 vehicles registered in the first 
three months Kia captured a 3.17 per cent share 
of the new car market - up by almost 12 per cent 
against 2012. 

The March figures showed a near 13 per cent 
increase against 2012’s figure of 11,178. 

Launched in the UK last September, the newly 
upgraded Sorento has a long list of improve¬ 
ments including a new platform, revised 
engines, enhanced interior quality and a 
smarter, more modern look. 

The Sorento range comes only with a 2.2 litre 
turbo-diesel engine but with a host of emission- 
reducing and fuel-stretching features. 

Available with a choice of manual or auto¬ 
matic transmissions and seven seats as stan¬ 
dard the Sorento range starts at £26,495 and 
jumps to over £35,000 at the top end. 

The most recent upgrade moves the Sorento 
closer than ever to becoming a premium SUV. It 
was already an outstanding 4x4s on the market 
and now it’s better than ever. 

There’s an awful lot of competition in the SUV 
market and while this Kia comes at the lower 
end of the price chain there’s an argument that 
there are better options in the sector. 

But there are huge advantages to buying a

Kia, none more than the standard, seven year 
warranty. Buyers can also fix their running costs 
with three years servicing and MOT for just 
£379. 

The Sorento’s 194bhp 2.2-litre diesel engine 
is strong and flexible and comes with a choice 
of manual or automatic boxes. 

There’s no doubting that the Sorento is a big 
car and you are aware of it when behind the 
wheel and despite a bit of twitching around on 
country roads you are always confident that 
there’s enough grip to get you home safely. 

There’s nothing too fussy in the cabin and you 
might argue that Kia has cut some cost corners, 
but while things aren’t as refined as in many 
opposition models it’s hard to criticise too much. 

Controls are sensibly laid out and the high 
seating position means you get a great view. 


The steering wheel adjusts for reach and rake 
so there’s no excuse for not getting comfortable. 

Safety is high on Kia’s agenda and front-seat 
occupants are protected by front and side 
airbags, while window airbags run the full length 
of the cabin. Stability control is also standard 
across the range. 

Luggage 

The Sorento scored a maximum five-star rat¬ 
ing in Euro NACP crash tests and comes com¬ 
plete with deadlocks, an alarm and an 
immobilizer. One massive plus is that C02 emis¬ 
sions are only 155 g/km in the entry model and 
only rise to 178 g/km for the range topping KX- 
3. All Sorentos have seven seats, but like in all 
models in this segment you wouldn’t catch me 


travelling too far as a rear seat passenger - there 
simply isn’t enough leg room for anyone other 
than a child. If you demand plenty of luggage 
space the Kia is right up your street and there’s 
even more room when you fold the rear seats 
into the floor to display a huge load area. 

The entry-level KX-1 model on test came with 
alloy wheels, front and rear electric windows, air- 
conditioning, cruise control and automatic head¬ 
lights. The more expensive KX-2 versions adds 
heated leather seats, privacy glass and rain¬ 
sensing wipers while the range-topping KX-3 
has larger alloys, Xenon headlights, a 
panoramic glass roof, electric seats and sat-nav. 

The Sorento is without doubt a value-for- 
money option in the SUV sector and when you 
throw in the seven year warranty it’s easy to see 
why Kia sales are on the increase.

Citroen’s new Picasso set to

Citroen has released the 
first details of the new C4 
Picasso, highlighting its 
larger boot, lower emis¬ 
sions and two large colour 
displays. 

The sharply styled model, which 
Citroen claims is the first compact 
MPV to offer the possibility to dip 
below the lOOg/km threshold for 
free road tax, uses a new modular 
platform that has enabled up to 
140kg to be saved and interior 
space to be increased thanks to a 
front overhang that has been short¬ 
ened by 70mm. 

A range of engines at the car’s 
launch will include new Euro 6-com- 


pliant diesels with power outputs 
from 89bhp to 148bhp. 

Manual and automated manual 
gearboxes will also be available, 
with a traditional automatic trans¬ 
mission pencilled in for early 2014.

More details and prices will follow 
from the Citroen headquarters in 
the coming weeks, with the first 
deliveries of the new C4 Picasso 
models expected to arrive in the 
autumn.
